In looking over the list, I believe that the Saragovi case - mar 
be next in line for successful resolution. Share has been consider- 
able Congressional interest, expressed to the Argentine government as 
veil as to you. The injustices are so great that the GOA stay be wil- 
ling to grant the requested c omm utation of sentence vhich is no v pend- 
ing in the President's office. I vould, therefore, urge that you make 
reneveu efforts to secure the coxznzt at ion . 

I am enclosing tvo documents that are of interest. One is the 
cable ve received from B'nai B’rith in Argentina after the October 29 
luncheon at vhich Mr. Tineraan received the prize and Ms. Deri an vas 
cited for her great vork. You undoubtedly know that the remarks of 
our people and hr. Time roan vere anted because of the threats of re- 
taliation against others if he vere to speak out. That they have 
protested in this fashion tells a greet deal about the Jewish situa- 
tion. 

X have heard that the threats of retaliation vere conveyed to you" 
and an Israeli diplomat . It would be very helpful to us to have your 
comments on the substance of the threats and their meaning. 

The other enclosure is a letter that I sent to Aafeessador AJa 
Espil after Dr. Fleischman vas released. I spoke vith Dr. Plelsehman 
and he is very angry because the D.A.I.A. and other Jewish groups 
failed to help him and other victims of repression. Please note tsy 
appeal to the Ambassador for movement on the H&y ease; if you can 
press for the reunion of the Key family In Israel , ve would appreci- 
ate it very much. -
